Tho annual debate between the four 
Theological Colleges ot Montreal was 
held in the Convocation Hall of the 
Diocesan College on Tuesday niuht 
last, tin; Lord Bishop of Montreal pro- 
siding. Tho room was crowded to Iho 
doors when Mr, Jones, of tlu> Con- 
gregational College, opened the discus- 
sion on the resolution, that "Environ- 
ment lias a greater influence on Char- 
acter Ihan Heredity." The speaker, 
niter outlining the terms of the debate, 
went on to show that character was 
not to be. measured by a man's heri- 
tage. He would not deny that hered- 
ity wax a factor in the development 
nf character, but denied that 11 was 
the primary foree. Undoubtedly, most 
children came into the world with a 
certain bias, but the line of their pro- 
gress was determined by tho circum- 
stances in \yll|ch they were placed In 
their youth. A I toman Catholic priest 

had expressed I Ills position in tho 
words, "Give me your children until 
ili>-.> aie seven years old, and yon can 
do what you like with them after- 
wards.'' 

Acquired characteristics, the speak* 
er declared, were not transmitted. 
Many expert biologists had admitted 
I hut. What was transmitted was tho 
physical constitution. Consumptives 
gave id their offspring a susceptibility 
to consumption. Hut these things, tho 
speaker said, were noi character, and 
could not produce character. riant 
and animal life showed variations and 
progress under culture, but theso 
changes were to he explained by phy- 
sical environment. One thing had to 
bo kept clearly in mind, that plants 
and animals lucked one thing essen- 
tial to character, namely, the power 
e.r choice, a power inherent in man, so 
thut all Illustrations of the power of 
heredity in iho formation of character 
ijrawn from plant and animal life 
wen' ipso facto invalid. 

Scientists lo-day replaced tho biolo- 
gical by the sociological factor, and 
thai, also was th.. keynote of moderi) 
psychology, 

I low Important was the influence of 
environment as a formative power 
could be gathered from the known and 
mensurable experiences of a good home 
life. Harold Ocgbic hail shown the 
tremendous power of a suitable envir- 
onment. Governments to-day legislat- 
ed entirely for tin- Improvement of con- 
ditions ol" III',', but paid no attention to 
heredity. According to a man's en- 
vironmcnt so was his character. 

.Mr. c. Allan, of the Presbyterian 
College, lie- lirsl speaker in the nega- 
tive, rebutted in a few words the main 
arguments of the preceding speaker, 
and showed that blood counted every 
tittie. Herbert Spencer had made that 
fact patent. Like did not beget like, 
hm ll certainly tended to produce il. 
'I'lie speaker wept Into an extended 
discussion of U'lessniann's experiments 
with germ cells of organic life. Tho 
genu plasm was a factor which the 
preceding speaker had ignored, hut 
which was of fundamental importance. 
Variation, I he speaker showed, was t ho 
result of a novel cell-division, an il- 
lustrât ion of which was lo bo found 
in tho various stages of the butterfly. 
Twins brought up under similar run- 
dilinns wero found to remain nioro 
alike than two brothers reared under 
the same conditions. Variation, I he 
speaker declared, was quito In hur- 
mony with the theory of heredity, but 
the factors which induced this variation 
were not conditioned by environment. 
The germ structure could not ho Ig- 
nored. The affirmative, had fallen into 
Hie natural mistake of identifying mod- 
ification witii variation. Dogs had had 



their tails cut oil, and rabbits tln ir 
ears; but tho offspring of tin: one were 
not tail-less, nor the progeny of tho 
other without ears. The negative ad- 
mitted the Influence of environment, 
but unless there was something in man 
to respond external stimuli were with- 
out effect. It was not possible to make 
a silk purse out of a sow's car, lint that 
was what the affirmative declared. Tho 
greatest contribution a man could maku 
lo the betterment of tho race, tho 
speaker concluded, was to make a 
judicious choice of his parents. 

Mr. Sutherland, for Ilia Diocesan Col« 
lege, followed. He directed himself 
to tho question of variation. What waa 
the condition of primitive man? Tim 
speaker proved thut lie had no charac- 
ter, and therefore was Immcasurcably 
distant from the modern type. If hered- 
ity was everything, why had not tliu 
primitive typo persisted to tho present 
day'.' Because of the factor of environ- 
ment. Twentieth century development 
could not tie explained on any oilier 
hypothesis. Acquired characteristics 
were not transmitted. He was glad Iho 
leader of the negative hud himself 
made, that concession, thus saving the 
need of reply. The speaker Introduced 
a quotation from a recent book, which, 
he suid, was the last word on that 
point. 

Man progressed in two ways: by self- 
variation, and by a change of environ- 
ment. But man bad not changed him- 
self. Physically he was practically the 
same to-day as ten thousand years 
ago. liut his outward condition had 
changed, and thus was to he explained! 
the radical difference between thé mod- 
ern Englishman who sprang from tho 
same race. Tho speaker would not go 
SO far as to say With many radical re- 
formers that all men were equal: hut 
what lie would contend was thut nil 
men ought lo bave an equal oppor- 
tunity, for by this means men wero 
enabled to make, character. If hered- 
ity dominated life, of what use was it 
to better man's environment. 

Mr. Wornell, of the Wesleynn Col- 
lego, followed ror the negative. 

Most of the speaker's lime was giv- 
en to Illustrating the thesis that the 
important factor in a man's life was 
tho power to respond lo stimuli. En- 
vironment was but a contributory 
cause; of itself it could do nothing. All 
the. developing solutions in the world 
could not produce a photograph unless 
ther was present flrat of all a nega- 
tive. Man was thai negative. Modern 
medicine had given a wrong view of 
the subject. Men wore not equal in 
protoplasmic make-up, otherwise the 
radical differences between them could 
nut have existed. Man was brought 
Into the world with a definite heritage. 
All that environment could do was not 
to change, but only to modify or inr^n- 
slfy the power of that heritage. A fun- 
damental truth was involved In the 
saying that poets were born, not made. 
The speaker quoted at length from the 
records gathered ot the family history 
of many great men, to show that cap- 
acity and genius did not come from 
without, but were transmitted through 
the blood to succeeding generations, I 
though not always llnding expression! 
In the immediate generation. Beetho- 
ven, Wagner, and numerous other' 
geniuses were the offspring of talented 
families. Many men had lost Iholr rcn- 
son through pressure of business or 1 
failure, because they bad been strong | 
enough to stand the strain. The medi- 
cal examination demanded of all Mc- 
Gill students, was a case in point; fort 
the authorities knew that athletic, ac- 
tivity might be disastrous where a slit-i 
dont was constitutionally defective. Ill 
was but futile to advance in favor of | 
the power of environment the cases of i 
trained animuls: what was forgotten 
was Iho primary fact that these ani- 
mals were all lirsl carefully selected. I 
Pedigree was the prime requisite, Im- 
munity from disease, the speaker de- 
clared, was found lo be transmitted, 
while, on the other hnnd, insanity pass- 
ed from generation to generation, in 
spite of environment. 

Mr. Jones was then given live min- 
utes lo rebut the arguments of the ne- 
gative. While the judges were decid- 
ing the issue of the debate, his I.ord-| 
ship addressed the audience in a, speech 
remarkable for Its grace and wit. j 

Miss Derrick then presented the de- 
cision of the judges. II hail beeen ' 
found difficult to decide, but after 1 
careful consideration, both of matter! 
and style, the judges had found in; 
favor of the negative.

FOX FARMING IN YUKON 



The enthusiasm concerning fox 
catching and farming in Yukon has 
materially waned during the past few 
weeks, owing lo the facl that the price 
of foxes has decreased nearly 50 per 
cent, since last summer, anil (hat hun- 
dreds of foxes held in captivity have 
died from some unknown cause. Many 
of theso foxes wero black, and. hi 
some eases ,as high as (1,500 lo $2,0mi 
had been paid for them, One dealer 
who. it is said, could have sold his 
stuck- of foxes in .Inly for $05,000, sold 
two weeks ago for less than $35,000, 
tile latter price being to some extent, 
due to the decline in prices, but. also, 
lo the fact that many of the animals 
bad died in the meantime. One young 
black fox, for which Jl.tiOO had been 
paid, died live days after being pluced 
in the corral. 

Owing to (lie deel In price, fully 

150 young foxes, all of (he red variety, 
held' in captivity In southern Yukon, 
have been turned out to return to 
tlnir native haunts In the wilds. Pre- 
vious to sickness developing among 
foxes in captivity here, upwards of 
jeli young ones have been shipped from 
Whilehorse alone, to fox ranches In 
New Brunswick, Prince Edwurd Is- 
land, and to dealers near Boston, Muss. 
At present there are not over 50 held 
in this locality. 

A number are experimenting with 
mink farming, but great difficulty Is 
experienced In keeping litem, wire cor- 
rals offering little resistance when 
they seek their freedom.
